For Our Army’s Boots 


The output of Canadian shoe 
factories has been stepped up to 
such an extent that now, every 
week, 30,000 pairs of solid leather 
boots for the Army, the Navy 
and the Air Force are delivered 
to the Department of National 
Defence, 


The exigencies of modern war- 
fare have not eliminated march- 
ing, The Canadian soldier, in 
order to stand up under rigid 
drilling, while in training, and 
more strenuous footwork in the 
lines of battle, must be well shod, 
Bach pair of these 30,000 manu. 
factured every week for the arm- 
ed forces has passed rigid tests 
Whether he was a miner, a sur- 


strong as he ever wore. 


A plant visited in Montreal is 
typical of shoe factories in the 
Dominion which are working 
feverishly to look after the needs 
of the army. There, asin other 
plants, the faint tap, tap, tap, of 
the ancient cobbler has become a 
roaring hum of numerous mach- 
ines, each doing its job at lightn- 
ing speed. The maximum output 
of this factory is 600 pairs of boots 
a day. It employs 350 workers, 40 
per cent of whom are women. To 
date, it has delivered 55,000 pairs 
to the Department of Defence. 

In huge work rooms the infant- 
ryman’s heavy boots are born of 
sheets of solid cowhide leather. 
The casing is solidly nailed and 
bound to a sole half an inch thick 
reinforced with steel blades. Brass 
tacks are sunk into the toe and 
heel. The latter is finished off 
with a solid steel plate. The Can- 
adian tar’s boots varies little from 
the army’s. Hooks supplement lace 
holes. A waterproof tongue and 
canvas inlay adapts 
it to Navy conditions. 
Thneairman’s shoe is lighter, being 
made of calf leather instead of 
cowhide. The sole has no steel re- 
inforeement and the heel is of rub- 
ber. 


Thege shoes are of thoroughbred 
stock, bearing the government 
stamp of approval, They will prove 
superior to any Ersatz produce the 
Germans can paste together.

issued with a pair of boots as{Crosra Society’s deputy commission- 


er in London, are sixteen promin- 
ent Canadians who comprise au 
advisory committee under Rt. Hon. 
R. B. Bennett. One of them, Dr, T, 
F. Cotton, of Toronto, is a consult- 
ant at the War Office. 

Since the arrival of Canadian 
troops in England, a department of 
information and .records under Mra 
Leonard Hancock, of Montreal, and 
Lady Hilisson of Hamilton has been 
busy recording particulars of Can- 
adians who are sick in hospital, 
Since the commencement of the big 
push in France, they have been 
checking the names of Canadians 
wonnded while serving with the 
British Expeditionary Force and 
the Roval Air Force, or who have 
been taken prisoner. They keep 
track of each casualty, gathering 
information and forwarding it to 
relatives and friends at home, Lady 
Donegall’s department has charge 
of correspondence regarding’ sick 
and casttalties. Mrs. Leonard Rees 
of Ottawa isin charge of hospital 
visiting and has two hundred wom- 
en volunteers on her list in all parts 
of England. Lady Minto, of Mont- - 
real, supervises Scottish hospital 
visitors. These women send weekly 
reports and through them are 
supplied little extras for the sick 
Canadian soldiers, sent by the Red 
Cross from Canada, 

Mrs. T. F. Cotton superintends 
the distribution and repacking of 
goods from Canada. Her staff num- 
bers more than twenty, Through 
their hands pass all woolen comforts 
booke, papers and surgical supplies 
This department is ready to pack 
and forward packages for prisoners 
pf war. Eight Canadian-born pris- 
oners of war at present in enemy 
territory were in the British forces 
and are now under the care of the 
British Red Cross. 


The Alberta Division of the Can- 
adian Red Cross has received an 
urgent wire from’ National Head- 
quarters stating ibe great need of 
surgical Uressings, bandages, ‘bed- 
gowns, towels, pyjamas, sheets, pil- 
low cases and refugee clothing. 

They adviee that, with the great 
number of r.fugees flocking’ into 


France, the French Red Cross 
Society bas tremendous need for 
blankets : .

ACQUISITION ORDER 


SPECIAL NOTICE

control on May Ist, 1940, regardless of amount, to 
sell the same to an Authorized Dealer (chartered 
bank) on or before May 31st, 1940. 


Unless an extension has been granted by the 
Board, any resident who has not complied with 
the terms of the Order on or before May 3Sist, 
1940, will be in default and subject to the penalties 


provided in the Order.

securities.

The World 
of Wheat

The situation in northern France, 
we are told by Prime Minister 
Churchill if not critical, is certain 
ly exceedingly grave. Some con- 
sider that it may even take mili- 
tary genius and Divine help to 
offset the present German super- 
iority, but military genius and 
Divine help have in the past, at 
critical times, come to our aid. 

The great storm which scattered 
the ships of the Spanish Armada 
in 1858 was an instance of Divine 
help. 

In 1914 the swift relentless Ger- 
man drive disorganized the French 
and British Armies, and by Sept- 
ember Sth the Germans had arr- 
ived at Meaux, only 25 miles from 
Paris; and then suddenly the 
Allied high command took the 
advice of Foch, who we know was 
a military genius, ordered the Bri- 
tish and French Armies to stop 
retreating and immediately tired 


with Rt. Hon. Sy Eden, ce aged for War, 


and then a miracle ‘Teaped. the 
whole German Army turned in 
unexpected retreat, and in six days 
was driven back a distance vary- 
ing from twenty to forty miles, 
and Paris and the channel ports 
were saved, 

And so we can still hold our 
hopes high, for we have eternal 
faith in the righteousness of our 
cause.
